New York, Nov. 24.—Telegraphic 
communication for this city aod for 
the south and west is still seriously 
interrupted. Other pdiuts are work- 
ing slowly. 

Prerspune, Nov. 24.—The Sunny 
Side schoolhouse bear Carlisle was 
blowu dewn aod a number of pupils 
injored, the tescher having her leg 
broken. ‘At Coulteraville, a few miles 
above Mekosport, a farmers’ lad 
named Bailey, about 15 years old, was 
crushed to death under a falling build- 
ing. At Hyndman, Pa., on the Balti- 
more & Ohio railroad, a mill and 
church were demolished by the wind, 
but 80 farsa can be learned no one 
was injured. At Cumberland, Md., 
several roofs were lifted from bouses 
and a number of people are reported 
injured. Great damage was done at 
Braddock to manufacturing coucerne. 
Sharon, Pa., reports the worst bliz- 
rard in years. Six inches of snow, 
badly ‘drifted, prevented the regular 
trains from getting through last night. 

In this city high winds continue and 
it is cloudy and threatening. No fur- 
ther damage is reported to-day. The 
telegraphic service is still paralyzed. 
The Western Union and Postal com- 
panies are almost Completely cut off 
from the east and north, with the 
western wires working poorly. Busi- 
ness is badly delayed and it will be 
several days before communication is 
entirely restored. 

In West Moreland*county the storm 
was the worst ever known. Down the 
southern road at Munkers station, the 
sheds of the new brick works were de- 
molished and eight workmen injured, 
but none of them fatally. 

Reports of the damage done by yee- 
terday’s storm are coming in from all 
directions. In Cumberland valley the 
damage done by the storm will reach 
many thousands of dollars. The dam- 
age at Carlisle is not so great, but in 
the surrounding country it was severe. 
The roof of the Graham school build- 
ing was blown into a field and the 
teacher and’ a number of pupils re- 
ceived serious injuries. 

At United, on the Youngwood 
branch, the end of an engine house 
was blown in and six employes hurt 
badly, one of them having both arms 
and both legs broken, besides sustain- 
ing other injuries which will prove fa- 
tal. At Latobe a bus driver was badly 
injored. Near Connellsville several 
Italian laborers took shelter in a sta- 
ble, when, it was blown down and the 
men. were buried under the debris. 
Conantantio Larocle was fatally 
crushed, but the others were not se- 
riously hurt.

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Tue effect to diminish the num- 
ber of casualties in which train- 
men figure is a laudable one, 
The deadly nature of their calling 
is strikingly presented by the 
statistician of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. The fatalities 
to railroad employes for the year 
numbered 1972, while the injuries 
amounted to 20,028. Among the 
chief causes of de th were coupling 
300, falling 493, overhead accidents 
65, collisions 167, derailments 125, 
other train accidenis 189, highway 
crossings 24, at stations 70, other 
causes 539, Over a third of the 
injuries were received while coup- 
lug cars, the total being 6,757 out 
of 20,028. Nearly 1 per cent of 
the trainmen aud switchmen were 
killed during the year, and about 
8 per cent of the traiumen or 
11,301 were injured, aud over 11 
per cent of the switchmen of 155

She, with a few others, were located 
in that valley when the Indian out- 
break occurred in 1861, that so 
alarmed the western portion of the 
territory and caused the fortification 
of the Devil's Gate fort in Silver City, 
and culminated in the battles of 
Honey Lake and Pyramid, resulting 
in the death of Storey and Ormesby, 
whose names are in bistoric remem- 
brance io the counties of the battle 
born State. Throughout the Indian 
warfare, which in that thinly settled 
country was fraught with danger to 
every settler, Mrs. Blam remained 
unscathed, though encountering na- 
merous perils, and that at a time 
when the old p.oneer stage . 
were wavlaid at Schell Creek an 
Steptoe Valley. The slough travers- 
ing the valley in the winter time was 
wide, muddy and treacherous, and 
the heroic stage drivers of the old 
pioneer stage line, when pursued by 
the Indians, had to throw out 
after bag of mail and express matte 


in order to bridge a way across the 


treacherous slough. Even so late as 
a couple of years past some of the old 
mail bags and express uches have 
been dag out of the treacherous slough, 
and letters and relics recovered of the 
bygone days of fifty and sixty. 


Mrs. Blum, during the period of |: 


the Indian outbreak, sheltered a poor 
Indian babe whose mother was killed 
in one of the prelimindry battles, and 
nurtured the little one until she grew 
to womanhood, furnishing thereby a 
noble example of christian charity. 
Gus was a universal favorite with 
hotel people from San Francisco Bay 
to the Rocky mountains, and his early 
death is lamented by many friends.

LOST ON A DESERT. | 
Intense Suffering of Twe Men on 


a Desert. 

The Candelaria Chloride Beli con- 
tains the following account of the gut- 
fering of two men lost on the desert: 

About 9 o’clock r. u. on the. night 
of the 10th, as S. R. Wasson was 
about to q the light in his house 
at Silver Penk for the night, he heard 
a husky voice outside the door asking 
for admittance. He bade his late 
caller to enter and be welcome, but 
he replied that Lis partner, overcome 
by exhaustion, had falleu by the way- 
side, and that if Mr. Wasson would 
accompany bim they would bring 
him in. The stranger having caught 
sight of a bucket of water made a mad 


rush for it. and Mr. Wasson had to 
interfere to preven: him from consum- 
ing ite entire contents. They then 
— out to find the man's comrade. 
En route to the place where he had 
sunk down exhausted, the stranger, 
whose name is John A. Harrington, 
briefly told his tale. Himself and E. 
Holton, his companion, had left 
Pieche the last of October bound for 
Candelaria. Everything went well 
with them until after they left Twin 
Springs. About ten miles from the 
springs they came to a deserted cabin ; 
supposing this to be a landmark 
known as Stone cabin, they shaped 
their course in accordance with direc- 
tions previously received, and at sun- 
down made a dry camp and came to 
the disagreeable conclusion that they 
were lost. su ing day their 
course wag chap and, although a 
sharp lookout was kept, no water was 
discovered. They were now without 
food and bad not drank water in 
thirty-six bours. The morning of the 
third day they chewed up some oats 
they bad with them for horse feed, 
and struck out in the direction of 
White Mountains, the 9 
peaks of which rose invitingly before 
them. Toward the latter part of the 
day Holton showed signs of weakness 
and they decided to kill one of their 
horses. They did so and drank the 
warm blood, but it would not set upon 
their stomachs and seemed to increase 
their desire for water. They cut off 
some steaks from the dead animal, 
bat their unquechable thirst seemed 
to make food distasteful. The fourth 
day they came to a road and re- 
solved to travel upon it as long as their 
strength lasted or until they came to a 
human habitation. As the sun went 
down on the fourth day and nothing 
but a desert waste was in sight both 
men felt despondent., Holton talked 
strongly of giving up and lying down 
todie. Harrington urged him to ex- 
ert bimself * little while, and two 
hours after the darkness set in they 
8 f in Wasson’s win- 
dow and Holton fell exhausted. 

The two men were hospitably enter- 
tained at the Peak, and after resting 
there the remainder of the week, they 
started for this place, arriving in Can- 
delaria Tuesday last.

Sciencelin Bread Making. 
At the recent annual meeting of the 
American Chemical Society, held in 
Washington; D. C., the question of the 
value of carbonate of ammonia as a 
leavening agent in bread, or as used in 
baking powders came up for discus- 
sion, in which Prof. Barker of the Un- 
iversity of Pennsylvania, and Presi- 
dent of the Society; Dr. Richardson, 


late of the United States Department 
of Agricnitare in Washington; Dr. 
Wm. MeMurtrie, late Prof. of Chemis- 
try in the Univervity of Illinois; Dr E. 
H. Bartley, late Chemist of the Brook- 
lyn, N. V., Board of Health, and Prof. 
of Chemistry of the Long Island Col- 
lege, and others took part. 
The consensus of opinion was over- 
whelming in favor of the employment 
of ammonia. It was stated as a fact 
that ammonia rendered the gluten of 
the flour more soluble than the ortgi- 
nel gluten, and that the bread in 
which this action was produced by 
carbonate of ammonia must be more 
digestible end hence more healthful, 
and because of the extreme volatility 
of carbonate of ammonia and its com- 
plete expulsion from the bread in the 
process of baking, it is one of the most 
useful, most healthful and most valu- 
able leavening agents known. 
These conclusions are borne out by 
the very elaborate and exhaustive ex- 
periments made by Prof. J. W. Mallet 
of the University of Virginia. which 
show conclesively that bread made 
with a baking powder in which one 
per cent of carbonate of ammonia is 
used, in connection with cream of tar- 
ter and soda, is not orly of uniformly 
better color and texture, but a pro- 
duct more wholesome, because the 
ammonia serves to neutralize any or- 
nic or lactic acids present in the 
our.

A Curlous Collection, 

In the library of the Moravian school 
for boys at Nazareth, Pa, which was

Fi- 
nally, we have the deep orange and red 
stars. like Ald¢cbaran and Antares. 
These have advanced still further in 
the cooling process.
